| A judicial investigation will be had be- 
‘fore Magistrate Devalles. 
A member of the Anti-Semite league says 
‘that M. Guerin has three days’ more pro- 
‘visions. 
From foday on all the churches will be 
guarded by pickets of Republican Guards 
and detachments of infantry and cavalry 
will be held in readiness for everitualities. 
The damage done by the rioterg to the 
Church of St. Joseph is estimated at 8,000 
The church is surrounded by a 
cordon of police and no one is allowed to 
appreach the building.

| YACHT RACE 18 A FARCE. 


FIRST CONTEST ‘FOR THE CANADA 
CUP InN A ‘PISELE. | 


Aceident Beaver Immediately 
After the Start and Then Genesee, 


Keep in the Course—Judges Decide 
It No Race—Possible Trickery of 


[BY A STAPF CORRESPONDFNT. 

Toronto, Ont., Aug. 21.—[Special.]—To- 
day's yacht race between the American 
yacht Genesee of the Chicago Yacht club 
and the Canadian yacht Beaver ended in a 
fizzle, and tonight local yachting circles are 
agog over the fiasco which attended the first 
of the series of the races for the Canada Cup. 

To begin with an accident at the outset put 
Beaver out of the race and then Gezesee, 
instead of taking the course and following 
the judges’ boat, trailed along after the 
steam yacht Pathfinder of Chicago until a 
buoy was reached, which was mistaken for 
the end of the first leg. Starting off from 
that it set out on a course to the eastward tn 
an attempt to find the second buoy, which 
was to be rounded for the run home. In 
vain was it looked for, and after fooling 
around on Lake Ontario for séveral hours 
Genesee tufnefl home, thinking it had com- 


pleted the co | 
Consequently the question being asked to- 
night is,’ at was the thander doing at 


the buoy? Did its compass mark the course 
which the judges laid out? The latter is an- 
swerable by the fact that if the judges had 
a compass which was incorrect how did the 
judges find the original buoy and wait for 
over -three hours for the yachts? | 

That Pathfinder’s Captain is responsible 
for the trouble is plainly admitted here to- 
night, and the peculiar fact has come to the 
front that he was res sible for the defeat 
of Vencedor of the Chicago Yacht club by 
Canada in the cup races three years ago. 


Skipper Davis’ Explanation. 

Skipper Davis of Genesee when seen to- 
night. sald: “I was following the yachts 
Pathfinder, Siren, and Canada’ thinking they 
had the correct course, and we plainly made 
out the stake long before we came toit. We 
rounded it, but could not see the judges’ boat 
anywhere, and so, believing that the yachts 
ahead of us had the correct course, I followed 
along and started for the second buoy, but 
failed to find it. I believe that the buoy 


which marked the start of the third leg and 
that it had in some manner got loose from 
its moorings and drifted west ward.“ 

The Captains of the Siren and Canada, the 
yachts following Pathfinder, say they were 
following the steam yacht and believed they 
were on the correct course by so doing. 

As the day was exceedingly hazy the 
yachismen were unable to see any great dis- 
tance and it is generally believed the buoy 
was adrift, but it is hard to explain why the 
Captain of the Pathfinder did not get the 
correct course, 

However, the start was one of the most 
remarkable yachtsmen have ever seen on the 
great lakes. Skippers Davis of Genesee ana 
Jarvis of Beaver had both worked their 
boats into fine position and as the gun 
signaled the race to begin both yachts shot

Before this can be done a majority of the 
people must cease to look upon the murder 
and torture of negroes as legitimate amuse- 
ments.

STATE STREET DISCUSSIONS. 

The best possible service which can be 
rendered to the cause of temperate and dis- 
criminating speech in popular discussion is 
the employment of that sort of speech by 
those who comment upon the subject. A 
contemporary demands that the city au- 
thorities shall exercise “stricter surveil- 
lance” over the Sunday night discussions 
on State street. The manner and language 
of the demand are calculated to provoke the 
kind of utterance complained of. To ap- 
proach this subject with such phrases as 
“ crank orators,” “store-box spellbinders,” 


“economic idiocy,” “ addled brains,” in- 


sanity,” is to indulge in journalism which is 


not only undignified and unilluminating but 


is likely to raise a doubt if not a prejudice 
in favor of those against whom it is di- 


rected. In the absence of anything purport- 


ing to be precise accounts of actual utter- 
ances, general characterization which is 
itself characterized by such language and 
spirit must fail of its purpose. 

There is a certain unchivalrous attitude 
easily and often assumed toward the per- 
son who voices discontent, which is ren- 
dered none the less unchivalrous because 
the latter, even if he could afford a roof 
and platform for his purposes, could not 


secure an audience to listen. There is also 
a deep and malignant exasperation, born 


of a sense of real or imaginary repression, 
which on the one hand may respond to a 
challenge to martyrdom, but on the other 
hand may vanish completely away under a 
sense of freedom. 

The theory of manhood suffrage, on which 
our institutions rest, implies not only the 
universal right of open discussion but also 
a presumptive value therein. Repression 
of that right becomes in extreme cases un- 
avoidable. But, instead of being a promis- 


ing or facile expedient, to be resorted to on 


slight demand, it is one most difficult to ad- 
minister and serious in its risks. Repres- 
sion and secrecy are complements of each 
other in Russia. On the other hand, the 
most stable country of Europe is Great 
Britain, where the so-called crank orator 
has not only had his most conspicuous ca- 
reer in modern times but where he has fre- 
quently passed from the “ lorry,” or goodé- 
box platform, to local assemblies and to the 
House of Commons. With that capacity 


for modification and adjustment which has 


characterized ‘the British nation, with its 
unwritten constitution, it has often—re- 


‘Iuctantly, perhaps—made that outdoor and 


indoor discussion which has distinguished 
its recent history a source of valuable infor- 
mation and suggestion concerning govern- 


ment policy. 


This is not saying that all kinds of utter- 
ance and appeal, on State street should be 
viewed with indifference, but it is saying 


that the practice of “ calling names” con- 


cerning it is irrelevant, that voluntary com- 
ment thereon should be discriminating, with 
a view to distinguishing between valuable 
and vicious utterance, and that the consti- 
tutional methods of trial by jury on definite 
charges are the proper remedies for actual 
abuses of the privileges of free speech.

not the result of bad ordinances, though 
3 may do no harm to revise the 
ty laws on the subject. The dirt 
in the streets and alleys is the fault of 
inefficient and slothful service, and as long 
as contractors can slight their contracts with 
impunity, or scavengers make themselves 
“solid” by other means than doing their 
work rightly, it will do but little good to 
tinker over the ordinances. When con- 
tractors can leave a street in the abominable 
shape of the so-called Sheridan road neath 
of Devon avenue to the limits, there is some- 


thing more radically wrong than the word- 


ing of ordinances. Has Commissioner Mc- 
Gann or Superintendent Doherty been over 
that stretch of ruined thoroughfare since 
the contractors got through making a sewer 
of it? It will be an excellent thing if the 
heads of departments and the Council can 
succeed in cleaning up the city somewhat 
before the autumn festival, but what the 
people desire is an application of the 


principles of the merit system that will in- 


sure decent and usable streets and alleys 
the year around. 


HOW TO ABOLISH “THE BOSS.” | 

_A “ practical politician ” says in an article 
in the Independent that the “ political 
boss,” ‘as distinguished from the “ political 
leader,” is not a necessity under our form 
of government, and that it is possible to de- 
stroy the power at present exercised by 
him. The definition of “ boss given by the 
writer is ‘the ruler of a body of men who 
have formed a combination in order to 
carry out their personal aims without re- 
gard to the interest of the people.” The 
“ boss ” considers his own personal interest 
first, and then that of the party. He is 
powerful because he can say who shall be 
nominated or appointed to offices the hold- 
ers of which can make money, control legis- 
lation, or promise immunity to lawbreakers. 

Two remedial measures are proposed to 
dethrone the “ boss.” ‘The first is: 

Require that all offices so far az possible be filled. 
with officials elected by the people, abolish all 
political conventions and provide that all candi- 
dates for every elective office shall be selected by 
@ direct vote of the people in some manner similar 
to the new primary law lately enacted by the State 
of Minnesota, and further require every voter to 
attend the primary election, as he is now personal- 
ly required to register, in order to vote.

THE CANAL WATER POWER. 

The report of the Civic federation com- 
mittee on the advisability of the city’s se- 
curing the canal water power at and near 
Lockport, virtually makes three points, of 
which one is a caleulation in electrical en-

The calculation is to the effect that, on 
the basis of the lowest cost to the city of 
generating power by coal for electric light- 
ing—namely: $30 per horse-power, the city 
could afford to pay $12 per horse- power 
for 10% hours’ use per day of the amount 
of power developed at the wheel, and, in 
addition, build the dams and the plant for 
generating and transmitting the current 
to Chicago. In other words, the city, on 
the basis of using coal, could afford to pay 
$12 for the use at night only of what Mr. 
Buckingham offered to pay, nominally $5, 
but really $2.50, for 24 hours’ use of. 

The legal opinion is to the effect that the 
Drainage board has implied power to con- 
struct the developing works and the trans- 
mission plant, and lease these to the city— 
which has no present resources for such an 
undertaking on its own account. The 
committee, however, recognizes that this 
involves a question for legal or judicial 
determination, and simply insists that if 
such authority does not exist, it could be 
obtained from the next Legislature.

subject. He says: “ We are sorry to lose

Officers Assault a Colored Man on a 
Street Car and a Geneful Scrimmage 
Ensnes, in Which the Soldiers Are 
Worsted—Enlisted Men Turn High- 


way Robbers and Bring on ® Fight 
with Members of a Democratic Club. 


Cincinnati. O., Aug. 21.—[Special.]—A des- 
perate fight, in which four officers of the 
Thirty-first Regiment, stationed at Fort 
Thomas, were principals. occurred on a 
Fort Thomas car this morning. 

Lieutenant Spire and three other officers, 
with several enlisted men, boarded the ear 
at Fountain square a few minutes before 
6 o'clock, and at Fourth and Sycamore a 
colored man entered the car. He was about 
to take a seat behind Lieutenant Spire 
when he was struck by the officer. 

James Williams, a traveling salesman. 
was an eye witness to what followed. He 
next saw the conductor strike the officer 
and then three other officers became en- 
gaged in the fight. 

The motorman stopped the car and, armed 
with the controller crank, next took a 
hand. Incoming Fort Thomas car No. 5 
arrived and the conductor, Gus Ampler, 
and. Motorman Thornton Losey jumped at 
once to the assistance of their fellow em- 
ployés. 


Another officer of the Thirty-first, who 
was on the incoming Fort Thomas car, at- 
tempted to separate the men, but his ef- 
forts brought him several severe blows. He 
called the private soldiers to ‘his assistance 
and they were compelled to drag two of the 
officers bodily from the car. 

The colored man was too powerless to help 
himself. He was on the floor of the car the

Buffalo Bill’s Rough Riders, After a 
Street Parade, Giving Two Perform- 
ances—San Juan Hill Fight. 


“ Buffalo Bill,” who reached town on 
Sunday with his Indians, cowboys, Mexicans, 
Cossacks, Arabs, and soldiers and many 
other features in his Wild West and Congress 
of Rough Riders of the World, gave an ex- 
hibition last night in the arena at Thirty-fifth 


street and Wentworth avenue. The tent 


was surrounded by a throng estimated at 
10,000 persons and the air was rent con- 
tinuously with cheers of applause, the crack- 
ing of rifles and revolvers, and the thunder 
of cannon.

Drainage Trustees Receive No Pro- 
posals and Expect None, Though the 
‘Time Set for Opening Them Is To- 
morrow — Prospective Waste in 
Transmi Said to Prevent Its 
‘Availability for Chicago—Sanitary 
District to Forfeit Contracts.

„We have figured the matter out, said 
Commissioner McGann, “ and find the city 
could not make an offer in competition wit 
other bidders. It is estimated that 20, 
horse power will be developed. Allowing 
Yor loss by transmission this would give us 
ust about enough power to run our street 
. ne plant and leave nothing for pump- 
ing and other uses. Consequently there 
would be no economy to the city in getting 
the power. A private company, which would 


not lose so much power by transmission, 


easily could overbid us.“ 

City Engineer Ericson, who did the fig- 
wring for the city, said: The estimate by 
the Civic federation committee that the loss 
by transmission would be 20 per cent, re- 
flucing the 20,000 horse power at the wheel 
to 16,000, delivered at the substations in 
Chicago, is the same as mine, and I think 
correct. Were the city to use this electricity 
for lighting purposes, however, there would 
be additional waste on the various long cir- 
cuits, so the loss by transmission might go 
as high as 50 per cent. We could not figure 
out that there would be any economy in the 
city getting the power, providing it had to 
buy it in competition with private com- 
panies.”’ 

“The city must make a bid if it wants 
the power,” said President Boldenweck of 
the Drainage board. The specifications 
were so worded as to permit the city to do 
so. If it does not bid we cannot give it the 
contract. My opinion is that no bids of any 
Kind will be received.’’ 

Trustees Kelly and Wenter expressed mn 
lar opinions. 

At the last meeting of the City Council a 
resolution offered by Alderman Jackson was 
passed providing for a committee to consider 
the matter of the city acquiring the water 
power, but the committee never was ap- 
pointed.

WILD STEER GORES A HORSE. 


Escapes from Stock-Yards and Is Shot 
by Police—William Hoyne Has 
* Narrow Escape. 


A wild steer, which nad escaped from its 
pen at the Stock-Yards by jumping the 
fence, dashed around the corner of Forty- 
fifth street into Shields avenue late on Sun- 
day night, and rushed at William Hoyne of 
4432 Shields avenue, a Stock-Yards commis- 
sion merchant, who was riding on horseback. 
Hoyne’s horse shied to the sidewalk, but 
was too late, and the steer was upon it. 
Hoyne slipped from the saddle and leaped 
upon a fence just as the steer's horns pierced 
the horse’s side, and both animals rolled 
on the ground. The stecr was soon on its 
feet, and again gored the horse, killing it.

INSURANCE AP FAIRS. 


W. J. Fetter & Sons have issued a ratebook for 
Kansas City, Mo., and suburbs.

Whil® it had a board, conditions 
were unsettled a large part of the time, but now 
that it is without organization of any kind the 
situation, is is thought, will become worse.

In view of the law becoming effective on the 
2ist inst., which abolishes the Kansas City Board 
of Underwriters, we have carefully resurveyed 
this city and suburbs and have in press a book of 
estimates of fire insurance rates, in two volumes. 
Supplements will be promptly issued to cover all 
changes in risks as they occur. More attention 
can now be given to inspection of buildings, with 
the view of removing objectionable features of 
fire hazard; also to electrical inspections.

** Referring to the legal aspect of the matter, 
it is generally coriceded that the sale of such 
books by the author and the purchase of the same 
by the individual companies is in no wise illegal. 
In the decision rendered by the higher courts 
there is no intimation .of illegality. The law re- 
fers only to combinations of companies to main- 
tain the estimate. In themselves they are looked 
upon in the same manner that a merchant con- 
sults a ao Te to be used or not, 
as he may desire
